Saudi Market Update 


TASI closed 0.2% lower at 12,311, while NOMUC gained 0.2% to 
21,547 on Tuesday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 7.8bn and 
averaged SAR 5.8bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 24.2% of the daily traded 
value. 


MSCI Emerging Markets closed 1.1% lower on Tuesday, trading 
at P/E (TTM) of 10.9x vs. 18.4x for TASI. 


Banks declined 0.4%, while Materials gained 0.4%. Telecom 
ended 0.2% higher.
